Mr, 
Grosvenor, rep., Ohio, started ,the dis- 
cussion In a defense of the state ol 
Ohio from what he called false charges 
of ex«Governor Altgeld, made in (he 
Utter's speech at the banquet given 
him last week to mark the close of hia 
gubernatorial term. These related to 
the great Increase in tho rotes of sev- 
eral states at the November election, 
Ohio being- one which Altgeld said wa» 
largely fraudulent and which had do* 
f rauded Mr. Bryan of a victory which 
he had fairly won. 
Mr. Grosvenor 


said the increase was in both the re- 
publican and democratic vote and had 
no taint of fraud in it. Mr. Qrosvenor 
was followed in the same line, and then 
Mr. De Armond, dera.. Mo., took the 
floor. He read from a newspaper arti- 
cle printed shortly after the Novembei 
election, which went to show that 
Altgeld's charges regarding the vote 
of Ohio were well founded. Aa to 
Altgeld himself, Mr. De Armond said

W. A. Stone, rep., Penn.—The gentle- 
man understands that the republican* 
are not responsible for the official. 
Mr. De Armond—Oh, certainly. Ati 
I can thoroughly appreciate the grati- 
fication you must feel over that fact 
"Years ago,11 De Armond continued, 
"it was said of the secretary: 'The «*> 
retary stood alone; modern degeneracy 
has not reached him.' Now the lan- 
guage was different: 'The secretary 
stands alone; modern degeneracy haa 
not passed him.'" (Laughter.) He 
appealed to the republicans to find 
him a place after the administration 
had ended 
He understood, of course, 


that he would not be kept in his pres- 
ent place.

OPPOSE GAGE,' 


New York Banker* Remember a Letter 


Ho Wrote Durlnc tbe Panic of '93. 


New York, Jan. 29.—Within the

Is Gibraltar CBelewT 


An article of exceptional in tercet—evi- 


dently written by a Spanish military offi- 
cer—appears in tho Meraorln. de Artll 
lerln, showing that the extended range ot 
modern artillery has completely revolu- 
tionized tbe conditions which have hitherto 
enabled Gibraltar toproteot Its own araenal 
and dockyard and to afford safety for ves- 
sels ot anchor under tbe guns of tha for- 
tress. 


When Gibraltar was taken by the Eng- 


lish ID 1704, the greatest range for artillery 
fire was only about 3,000 yards, so that a 
fleet under the batteries of Gibraltar v?a( 
secure against attack from the Spanish 
coast 


It is now pointed out that with « com- 


paratively small expenditure of money by 
the Spanish government batteries con- 
structed-In the bay of Algociras, upon the 
ridge of mountains known as tbe Queeb of 
Spain's Chair, would actually command 
Gibraltar at a distance of 9,000 yards, and 
would be capable of demolishing tbe whole 
length of tbe fortlfloations from tbe Gal 
letles to Europe point. These Spanish bat* 
teries would also threaten the entry of ship* 
of war to Moles. This plan would merely 
Involve tbe mounting of some 40 heavy 
gups of from 4.7 Inch to 13 Inch call bet 
end a similar number of howitzers. 


At the present moment tbe strategical 


points on this partial1 the Spanish coast are 
entirely unfortified, and with Spain's pres- 
ent embaTraiBmentfl In Cuba and the Phi- 
llpplneslt Is not likely, as the Broad Ar- 
row points out that the Madrid govern-) 
mem will take Immediate action In th€ j 
matter. But that these batteries may be 
constructed some cfay or other la far from | 
improbable, and, in view of the great im- 
portance to England of Gibraltar as a naval 
base and tho renewed expenditure upon 
Its combined arsenal and dockyard tbe 
subject Is beginnlng to attract the aerlom 
attention of uaval and military authotltles.

Some Amendments Offered. 


An Early Report Expected.

BOSTON, Jan. 28.—The committee on 


cities of the Massachusetts legislature 
gave a hearing this morning on the three 
Jills for changes in the city charter of 
North Adams. The North Adams dele- 
gation came to Boston Wednesday even- 
ng and were cons«qeutly on time. Had 
hey waited For the early morning train 
I is probable that the hearing -would 
have been postponed for this was the fate 


>f several hearings where petitioners and 
emonetrantB were unable to reach the 
*apitol in time to attend. 


HearlncOp«ue«l Prompt!). 


The committee was present nearly to 
he man and the hearing was opened 
hortly after 10 o'clock. Senator Putnam 
he chairman of the committee asked for 
ha petitioners to present their case and 
S. Proctor Thayer of North Adams at 
once suspended. He explained the ob- 
ect of the first bill, relative to the aboil- 
ion of the board of public works and the 
•verseers of the poor. He stated that the 
entiment of the people in North Adains 
vas for the creation of one man boards in 
,hesetwo respects, that the experience of 
,he past had demonstrated the weakness 
of the present management of these de- 
partmtuts. He then called upon Mayor 
lough ton to go into details relative to 
the object of this bill. 


Hwj'or Ilou^liton Heard. 


Mayor Houghton explained that the 


present board of public works of North 
\darn? was composed of three men, each 
of whom received a salary of $500, and 


ho gave but a portion of their time to 
he service of the city. One of these men 
would retire on account of business pres- 
sure, from the board at the end of his 
term in office. The other members of 
the board were giving their time to the 
ity at their personal loss, and it was con- 
sidered a better plan to have one man iu 
iharge of the department and paid a sal- 
ary that would secure all of his time for 
the city. The same idea was held in re- 
gard to the board of overseers of the poor. 
!n relation to the fire department, the 
chief engineer is paid a salary of $3CO a 
rear. He Is employed in cue of the shoe 
ihope during the day aad responds at the 
alarm a-of fire. It was considered advis- 
able to place the fire department in his 
sole charge and to pay him for all of hit 
time. He was also tc be assistant in- 
ipector of buildings in the city, and ii 
'ibis capacity relieve the city engineer, 
who was now burdened with this work. 


tbe chairman of tbe committee 


Mayor Houghton stated that the popula- 
tion of the oity, estimated from the last 
school census was about 22,000. To Sena- 
tor Roe,, he explained that these officers 
were now appointed by the mayor with- 
out toe confirmation of the city council. 
The last provision in the bill was to aid 
,he mayor in selecting a suitable person 
'or the positions and to go outside of the 
city, if there were none within qualified 
to fill the places. There was no opposi- 
tion on this bill and the hearing waa de- 
clared closed. 


Si'booli* and Sowers. 


The committee then took up the bill 


relative to borrow ing money for school 
aouse and sewer construction. 
Mayor 


Elou^hton explained in this case, that the 
city had been forced to provide new school 
Buildings to take care of the school child* 
ren. Two of these school buildings were 
constructed last year and two more were 
needed this year. The amount necessary 
for the building of the two structures thin 
year, with the land, would be about $100,- 
KK). That was what was asked for in the 
first section of the bill. To emphasize the 
importance of additional school accomo- 
dationa, the mayor stated that the schools 
were sometimes run on half-time in order 
to allow all of tbe school children to get 
attention. 


He also stated that tbe city was in the 


midst of the construction of a system of 
sewera. This was necessary on account of 
the recommendation ol the state board 
of health. Nearly half a hundred thous- 
,nd dollars were expended on this 
account last year. The money was bor- 
rowed on temporary loans. 
As much 


more was needed this year to complete 
the system and the one hundred thousand 
aBkecl tor waa to provide tbe means for 
the completion of the work and the re- 
funding of the debt created last year in 
tbe prosecution of the work then. 


To the chairman of the committee, the 


mayor stated that the city was within 
$18,000 of the debt limit and that the tax 
rate waa $20 per thousand. To another 
member of the committee he stated that 
the debt of the city was $800,000, half ol 
which was for the construction of the 
water works. To Mr. Roe of the commit- 
tee, Mayor Honghton stated that the city 
preferred to take care of these loans by 
annual payments of a certain part of the 
loan rather than by the creation of a sink 
ing fund. To another member, he ex- 
plained that all of the bills before the 
committee had been considered by the 
city council of Noith Adams and had re 
ceived their unanimous endorsements 


There was no opposition to this bill and 


the hearing was declared closed on thia 
matter. 


Permanent Improvement*. 


The last bill taken up by the committee 


was the measure providing for permanen 
improvement in the streets of the city am 
authority to assess abnttors for such per 
manent improvements. Mr. Thuyer ex 
plained that the gist of this bill was in 
the first section. Mayor Houghton added 
that this particular matter had been con 
sldered at a public meeting of the North 
Adams board of trade and that the board 
had unanimously voted to urge the enact- 
ment of the legislation before the com 
ttlttee. He explained that the work o 
street construction in North Adams wouk 
be a new work a* ^e city was making ai 
entirely new start in this direction. 


To Senator Folaom of the committee 


Mr. Thayer explained that the abuttow 


were protected from further aMwemente 
from betterment! by tto eight teoiioa of 
he bill. Then was the first assessment 
or the permanent work and thereafter 
tbe street was to be maintained and eared 
or by the oity. Senator FoUnm thought 
hat there might be some difficulty In dis- 
rimatlng between repair work and per- 
manent work, in the event of the reoon- 
truction of a street on account of its 
vearine oat, hut the petitioner. Mr. 
'hayer, was confident that this matter 


had been carefully considered In drafting 
he bill. 
Mr. Thayer offered several 


mendments to the last bill which were 


follows: 


Iu Section 1, in the 10th line, after the 
•ord "taxes," Insert the following, viz.— 
Such account shall include all damages 
oaid to any owner of real estate for injury 
ustained in his property by reason of any 
aising, lowering, or other act done for 
he purpose of repairing such street or 
ighway as herein authorized." 
Strike out the word "paving*1 in the 
1st line of same section, and insert in- 
tead the word "grading." 
Strike out section nine and insert In lieu 
hereof the following, viz:— "If any bene- 
it received by any owner of real estate 
rom any alteration or repair done under 
he authority of this act shall have been 
allowed by way of off-set to any damages 
ustained by him in his property by ret • 
oa of any raising, lowering or other act 
one under the said authority the amount 


so set off shall be deducted from the sum 
assessed upon his said property for any 
xpenses incurred hereunder, and the 
talance only if any shall be assessed and 
Collected as herein provided." 


There waa no opposition to this bill and 
be hearing was then adjourned. There 
was no remonstrance whatever, and it is 


,fe to say if the bills are not reported as 


early as Friday afternoon that they nil1 
be at the earliest convenience of the com- 
mittee.

The proposed chanfM in' tbe ottfjr 


charter ore matten of general Interest to 
the people of North Adams at the present 
time, and the one aboltthing the board of 
public works, oompoaed of three men, 
and substituting a commissioner of public 
works, IB regarded as the moat important. 
For this reason the TBJLNBCKIPT felt that 
the opinlone of the board would be rained 
by the tax payers at this time, and these 
were obtained by interviews this morning. 


W. O. Cady, the chairman, said he be- 


lieved the change would be ft good thing. 
One man, he Raid, at a salary of flSOO, can 
afford to give his whole time to the work. 
while three men cannot at the salary 
the oity can afford to pay. Where public 
business is entrusted to a board the work 
is generally done chiefly by one man, and 
in private business better results are in- 
variably obtained by having a single re- 
sponsible head. The oommluloner of 
public works will not have the care of 
the poor as the board did, and can give 
his whole Um* to the care of streets, 
sewers and other matters In his depart- 
ment; and in all ordinary eases he can do 
the business as well or better than three 
could, while if he needs counsel he has 
the mayor and city engineer to go to. 


George W, Chase gave a number of rea- 


sons why he favors the change. He said 
it was difficult for three business men to 
give, on the same day the year round, the 
time which la required, and, moreover, 
he felt that the whole time of one man 
would be worth more than partial time 
given by three men. The decision of the 
full board is needed only in exceptional 
cases, and when the commissioner needs 
counsel or advice he will have the mayor 
and city engineer to rely upon. 
The 


money that was paid to three men will 
make a fair salary for one, and Mr. Chase 
is convinced that the proposed change 


ill be a decided improvement. He said 


the legislative committee was much in- 
terested and several members asked 
Mayor Houghton many questions at the 
hearing Thursday in order to get points 
for possible uae in their own cities. 


James B. Hunter, who is slated for the 


office of commissioner, declined to be in- 
terviewed, saying that under the circum- 
stances he thought it would be better for 
him to give no public expression. That 
he favors the ch&nge, however, 
in 


common with the leading business men of 
the city, is well known, for otherwise he 
would not have consented to serve.
